cisco, Cal., and in Sydney, Australia. Mr. Parke did 
much to introduce American mining machinery in Aus- 
tralia. He sold his Interests in the firm in 1889. 


Mr. Augustus Doerflinger died on Nov. 24 at his home 
in Brooklyn, N. Y. Mr. Doerflinger was born 55 years 
ago in Baden, Germany, but had spent the greater part 
of his life in this country. He graduated from Cornell 
University in 1871, and at once entered the service of the 
government, being assigned to the Atlantic Coast Division 
of the engineering department. He was placed in charge 
of the work of destroying Hell Gate, where he overcame 
several difficult problems, receiving a medal from the 
French government for this work. Mr. Doerflinger was 
also one of the engineers in charge of the construction 
of the Harlem River Ship Canal, and he was connected 
with the work of improving the channels at the entrance 
to New York Harbor. He assisted in perfecting the bat- 
teries at Sandy Hook at the outbreak of the Spanish war.

ENGINEERS’ CLUB OF ST. LOUIS.—At the meeting 
of Nov. 15 a very interesting paper was presented by 
Maj. J. L. Van Ornum, late of the 3d United States Vol- 
unteers. The speaker described the organization of the 
military engineers’ company, their training and drilling 
for military duty, and the extra drilling in military en 
gineering throvgh which they passed He told of their 
work in this country before their departure for Cuba, and 
then of the excellent work they accomplished fn the Its! 
and, both before and after it passed tnto the hands of the 
United States. The address was illustrated with many 
stereopticon views, taken from photographs made during 
the regiment’s service, both in the camps in the South 
and in Cuba. He told of the work accomplished in a san- 
itary way, and how yellow fever had been entirely averted 
in several of the larger cities of Cuba, which had never 
before been free from the plague. Views were shown of 
intrenchments, showing the method 
of their construction, and others contrasting the American 
with Cuban and Spanish methods of trench making 

ENGINEERS’ CLUB OF PHILADELPHIA.—At_ the 
meeting of Nov. 16, Mr. Richard Khuen, Jr., presented a 
paper upon ‘“‘The Atbara River Bridge,’’ and illustrated 
his descriptions by a series of lantern reproductions of 
drawings and photographic views of the bridge showing 
details of its method of erection. This bridge, across 
the Atbara River in the northeastern part of Africa, was 
urgently required for British military operations, and as 
the English firms required longer time and higher price, 
the contract was awarded to American builders, and was 
by them successfully completed within the specified time 
in spite of unexpected obstacles. Mr. Khuen gave a short 
history of the events which led to the construction of thi« 
bridge and of the preliminary negotiations of the British 
Government in trying to place the contract. He then de 
scribed the engineering features of the contract, the most 
unique of which was the method of erection without false 
work, each span being erected as a cantilever,from the 
anchored span behind it. All of the material was lifted 
and put in place by cranes, jacks and push-cars operated 
by the hand-power of native convict labor. The details 
of erection were very fully described and illustrated, and 
the fact that the eight Americans who were sent out to 
supervise the work escaped any serious illness, though 
working in an equatorial climate, was ascribed to care in 
the use of drinking water and hours of labor. Mr 
Khuen closed his paper by pointing out, with the aid of a 
map, the possibilities of the future for American manu- 
factures in Africa. Mr. C. J. Wennas, foreman of the 
construction party, described some interesting local pe- 
cullarities of the work of erection, and the general sub- 
ject was discussed by Messrs. James Christie, Wm. R. 
Webster, Paul L. Wolfel, Edgar Marburg, Thomas Earle 
and others.
